MORE POPULATION AMD WKALTH 


If Nevada is good enough for a man 


to live and make money in, it ought to 
be good enough for him to invest his 
money in. We do not need more peo- 
ple to make the State prosperous, bnt 
we need more loyalty on the part of 
these already here. 


The above haa been going the rounds 


of the State press for the lait month 
or two. The flrit three lines are nn 
questionably true: Nevada certainly 
ought to be good enough for anybody 
to invest his money here, whether it 
was made within or without the State. 
She possesses developed and undevel- 
oped resources enough to justify tbe 
investment of millionfi upon millions 
of dollars with assurance of profitable 
returns. Her mineral wealth is inex 
baastible and her iigrionltnral re- 
sources are greater than those of any 
other State in the Union, in proportion 
to tbe coat of tbe land. There is no 
valid reason why the State should not 
give support and profit to at least forty 
times her present population. 


Tbe last three linea of what we have 


quoted over our own remarks, are 
partly true and partly erroneous. We 
do need more people to make tbe State 
as prosperous as she should be, in 
addition to more loyalty, or, rather, 
enterprise, on the part of those al 
ready here. It is lack of tbe latter 
which has prevented the consumma- 
tion of the former. There is no geo- 
graphical or other natural cause why 
Nevada should not equal, if not ex- 
ceed, in population and wealth, the 
State of Colorado to-day. The nnnat 
ural causes are the apathy and listless- 
ness of the people "already here" and 
tbe high rate of taxation, which is 
mainly their own fault, in allowing 
unscrupulous politicians to handle tbe 
roins of our State and county govern- 
ments. These unnatural causes can 
be removed, and the removal of the 
first will accomplish the abolishment 
of the other. Let the business mei 
and tbe producers awaken from their 
lethargy and.bestir themselves ai their 
neighbors of other western States have 
done. 


The JOBBNAL and other papers of the 


State have pointed out the way, and a 
repetition of the details would be 
more than a thrioa told tale. The 
JOU*NAL and Gazette have endeavored 
to awaken the people of Beno to reali 
zation of the loan they are anstainiaf 
by failing1 to utahze the advantages 
her 
geography 
and 
surroundings 


afford, to make the town the great 
commercial center for a large soope of 
country whose trade is now tributary 
to places in California more remote 
and less accessible than our own. The 
local press endeavors have as yet re 
suited in nothing tangible, and the seed 
has apparently fallen upon barron 
ground. Bnt we are not discouraged 
and will continue our efforts with hope- 
f ullneis that they will finally awaken 
a spirit of pride and enterprise which 
will accomplish the desired result. 
What ia true of Reno is applicable to 
tbe entire Stale. Tbe different towns 
are but parts of an aggregated whole, 
and the local prosperity of one is an 
advertisement abroad of our resources 
whioh will inure to the benefit of the 
entire commonwealth. Do not believe 
that we need no more people here, for 
we do. 
All industrious men 
and 


women who become residents of Ne- 
vada, in addition to the" means they 
bring, augment tbe wealth and are 
factors tn the general prosperity of 
the State. Those already hero repre- 
sent a neclnes which, with proper 
effort, will attract the greater body 
which will, we are confident, at no 
distant day, increase our census total 
by an additional figure at tbe ngbt 
band of tbe prese»t number. 


BEET SUGAR 
FACTORY. 


A beet sugar factory is to be erected 


near Salinas, Santa Clara county, by 
Claase Sprockets, testing $2,500,000. 
It will be an immense plant, consum- 
ing 8,000 tons of the beets per day dur- 
ing the operating season. It will turn 
out i50 tons of sugar every 24 honrg 
and distribute$17,000 per day for labor 
and beets. To supply tbe demand of 
the factory, it will take 30,000 acres of 
land planted to this vegetable. Think 
of that you people who are looking 
About for profitable investments in 
landI There are thousands upon thou- 
sands of acres in Nevada which oan be 
had at government prices, which will 
yield larger crops and better sugar 
making material than the beet soil in 
Santa Clara or in any other county m 
California. There are also perhaps as 
many more acres located and under 
cultivation which could be leased for 
less than half thewntal rate of beet 


land in the Golden State. 


Although experiments on a small 


Male have proven the adaptability of 
both sagebrush and meadow land in 
Nevada far beet culture, the wpwri- 
•aeotJ this year will be upon a largtJ 
scale and under the auspices of the 
President of the Nevada State Unl?ar- 
sity, rho has furnished seed for exper- 
imental crops in nearly every county 
in the State. There is scarcely room 
for doubt that the statistics in tbe 
matter of yield and quality, will be 
sufficiently favorable te demonstrate 
that Nevada offers a better field 
for sugar 
making enterprise and 


industry than any State east or west 
of the Bocky Mountains. 
Tbe re- 


port coming from so responsible 
i sou roe will be sure to attract 
the attention of capital, and it is 
no idle dream that in less than a dec- 
ade of years, Nevada will take the lead 
overall other States In her output of 
that commercial staple. 'Who knows 
but in less than that time our present 
little commonwealth will be known all 
over tbe nation, as tbe "Sugar," in- 
instead of the "Sagebrush" or "Silver 
State?"

If reports concerning the new time 


card of tbe Southern Pacific are cor- 
rect, the change will not be favorable 
to Beno.

General Otia, it seems, cannot be per- 
suaded to see the position as tbe Fili- 
pinos see and understand it, because 
there is not a Filipine government or 
congress on bis map of the situation. 
Unconditional surrender is tbe only 
way out of it f«r the rebels, and in, ttmt 
way only will the General recognize 
tbe rebel on a peace footing.
